Martin Thorn has boon convicted of 
murder in the first degree in killing 
William Guldensuppe, his prod* cessor 
in the affections of Mrs. Augusta naok, 
at Woodside, ii.

of the death sentence was deterred until 
next Friday morning.

Another cnange which seems to be es­ 
pecially desirable is the enactment of a 
section defining explicitly the residence 
of students at colleges and other institu­ 
tions of learning. There is now no sta 
tote making this definition specifically. 
The secretary of state has held that such 
students may vote in the precinct where 
th e y actually reside when attending the 
institution of learning, but directly the 
opposite holding has been made by some 
city boards of election. It is desirable, of 
connie, that the legislature pass upon the 
m atter and settle it definitely. 
Still another change, the importance 
and desirability of which was made ap­ 
parent in the recent campaign, is such 
an amendment of the law relating to 
nomination for state office by petition as 
will prevent any person who already has 
participated in the nomination of a can­ 
didate for office by caucus, convention 
or prim ary election from signing a peti­ 
tion for the nomination of any other 
person for the same office. 
This will 
prevent repetition of at least one of the 
farces which characterized the late cam­ 
paign. and which masqueraded under 
the title of 
“ The Negro Protective 
party. ’ ’ Possibly there will be efforts re* 
repeal certain sections of the law. Wlmr- 
ever is done probably will be in the in ­ 
terests of purity of the ballot, for there 
will be no disposition to antagonize the 
excellence there is in the A u stralia sys­ 
tem. 
Speaking of the progress made under 
the Australian ballot law, Secretary of 
State Kinney said in a Columbus inter 
view : “ With the enactment of the new 
ballot law, together with our excellent 
system of registration laws, an era of 
substantial and material progress in the 
conduct of oar elections was marked. 
Before its adoption, fraud, corruption 
and intimidation obtained to such an ex­ 
tent, in some portions of the state, at 
least, as to prevent a free and fair expres 
Bion of the popular will. 
“ The principles of our present election 
system, although of a foreign birth, have 
been found to be applicable to our insti­ 
tutions. Since its adoption the aspect of 


I elections has completely changed. Riot­ 
ing and disorder have disappeared, and 
in their places have been substituted or­ 
der and quietness. Intimidation by em­ 
ployer, as well as by dictation by other 
powerful influences, 
has 
practically 
ceased, and, in fact, coercion or im ­ 
proper influence in any way has died 
out. 
“ The objection to the system that it 
was cumbersome and unwieldy has 
proven entirely unfounded. 
In some of 
its details the law, perhaps, may be im ­ 
proved, but in all essential particulars 
it is beneficent and effective, and seems 
to be firmly fixed in the confidence of the 
people.”
